Serial 47Q: On 4/29/70, 5/8/70, and 12/13/7o l~FOlA(b) 7 - (D)~| 

advised the Silver Dollar Group (SDG) consists of 
approximately 12 known members in the Natchez, Miss. , 
and Concordia Parish, La., area and the membership exists by 
invitation only, those invitations being from the organizer 
of the group, RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, and furnished to 
selected Klan membership only. Source advised a meeting of 
Klan Unit, Vidalia, La., was held 4/28/70 at approximately 
8 PM on the levee between Vidalia, La., and Ferriday, La., 
and at that time subject was present. Sour ce advised that 
subject mentioned the name of l ~l who is a white male 

approximately 15 years of age whom GLOVER stated had helped 
him, GLOVER, steal some guns from the house of a Negro in 
Natchez, Miss., who he would like to bring into the organization. 
Source advised that subject attended the meeting of the whole 
unit on 4/28/70. GLOVER mentioned during the meeting that he 
had asked THOMAS YOUNG why he had not come to the last meeting 
and had not received a satisfactory answer. GLOVER stated 
that they ought to “cross him 'off", and not consider him a 
member. Source advised that a meeting was held on 5/8/70 
at the levee in Concordia Parish, La., and subject was present. 
GLOVER moved from the Whispering Pines Subdivision to Ashburn 
Street because the owner, Mr. KNOX, had "given the keys to the 
trailer house to the Feds". GLOVER also had several cartons of 
.45 caliber automatic ammunition all head-stamped WRA69 and they 
appeared to be new. He also mentioned that he had approximately 
1,000 rounds of carbine ammunition available to him when he 
needed it. On 5/12/70 a meeting was held between DON WILKINSON 
and RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER at the Bar-b-Que Pit located on 
North Highway 61 out of Natchez, Miss. At that time it was

HEAD made 
the statement that "too many people knew about it" but no 
definite plans were made. On 8/31/70 subject was overhead talking 
with several individuals and at that time indicated that "the 
Feds were really botheriiTg him. " He indicated also during the 
conversation that he is presently residing at Route 3, 

Kentwood, La., while Armstrong Tire and Rubber is on strike.

Ferriday area for quite sometime, of which subject is a member. 

On 10/16/70 DONALD WILKINSON and subject were overheard 
talking at the Barbeque Pit located on North Highway 61 in 
Natchez, Miss. Subject was overheard to say that he was 
planning on returning to the Natchez area in the near future but 
that he would maintain his permanent residence in Kentwood, 

La. Subject indicated that he is being harassed by local 
law enforcement officers as well as "the Feds" in the Kentwood 
area and stated that apparently they suspected him as being 
tied-in with several caches of dynamite that have been 
located in the Kentwood area.

Source stated that RED GLOVER sold his farm in 
Kentwood, La., and is telling everyone that he has 
purchased a home in Vidalia, La., near the Lewis Food 
Store. 
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Serial 496: | F0iA(b)7 - (D) j advised on 7/23/71 RED GLOVER 
has been attempting to recruit members of the UKA Unit 
Number 1 into Unit Number 2, which is headed by DON 
WILKINSON. CHARLIE SMITH has told RED GLOVER that he and 
several others are unhappy because Unit Number 1 is not 
meeting anymore and they are considering transferring 
to Unit Number 2. 

Subject attended a Klan rally at Me Comb, Miss, 
on 7/9/71. "CHICKEN FOOT" ROBERTSON, during this meeting 
stated that he was trying to get the EC at McComb and the 
EC at Liberty, Miss., to assist RED GLOVER with his 
problem down at Woodville, Miss. GLOVER has allegedly 
requested help from the Minutemen but was told by the 
unit commander that he could get no financial 
aid because the Minutemen did not have any money. 

On 7/15/71 JAMES FREDERICK LEE^ told several 
individuals at the Bar-B-Que Pit that he had heard that 
SONNY TAYLOR from Harrisonburg, Louisiana, was injured 
in an accident in Arkansas. According to LEE, TAYLOR 
sustained a brain injury with one eye put out, and is not 
expected to live. Allegedly a building block fell on him. 
LEE was attempting to collect money to go to Arkansas but 
the only one that gave him any money was allegedly RED 
GLOVER. 


During this same time, RED GLOVER was overheard 
to say he was very unhappy about the situation with BILL 
RILEY taking $250 from him and wanting $250 more concerning 
his, RILEY's, representing GLOVER at his trial in 
Wilkinson County concerning the burglary. 

"CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON told the group that he, 
RED GLOVER, and MELVIN HARDY traveled to Kentwood, La., 
during the latter part of June, 1971, to talk to "WOODEN HEAD 
who is employed at White's Auto Store at Kentwood, La., 

ROBERTSON indicated they were talking to an 
old man there, and RED GLOVER mentioned there was a good 
man at the other service station in Kentwood. 
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A few minutes later, according to ROBERTSON, 
he called the EC of the McCotnb unit, a man by the name of 
FLEMING, and FLEMING met the group in Kentwood, La. 

FLEMING was in the company of a man named "RED" and two 
others, one of whom was allegedly an insurance salesman. 

After they arrived, ROBERTSON and several 
others stood around at the service station cleaning their 
fingernails with long knives . ROBERTSON, at GLOVER's 
request, took a calendar with the date ;5/12/7l marked on it 
to the White's Auto Store in order to scare "WOODEN HEAD" but 
"WOODEN HEAD" had ducked out on them. ROBERTSON indicated 
that he believes GLOVER is trying to use "WOODEN HEAD" and an 
old man at a service station as an alibi for the burglary in 
Wilkinson County, Miss. > 

RED LEE, DON , , WILKINS ON , TOMMY LOVE, and RED 
GLOVER all had a misunderstanding due to TOMMY LOVE telling 
DON WILKINSON that he had heard from RED LEE that he, 
WILKINSON, was trying to get RED GLOVER out of the Klan 
unit. WILKINSON hunted up RED LEE and told him to give him 
the straight story, and they got it all straightened 
out because TOMMY LOVE had been drunk when he heard the 
information and got it messed up. 

Serial 498: | FOlA(b)7 - (D) | advised a Klan rally was held 

at Hazlehurst, Miss. During the rally the prime topic 
of conversation was the teaching of sex in the schools, the 
Jewish problem, the communist problem and a film on the 
killing of policemen?: was shown. JEWEL LEE BURT allegedly 
advised that D URRELL FONDREN told him that the State 
Organization would give $150 to the Defense Fund for 
RED GLOVER. Everyone at the meeting was encouraged to 
attend the Klan rally at Bastrop, La., on 8/14/71. RALEIGH 
JACKSON GLOVER has moved to a new address of 2036 Eleanor, 
Vidalia, La., which house he is alleged to have purchased 
from the owner. Further, it is noted that JOHN KAHL, who 
went to Morgan City, Louisiana, approximately five months 
previously has returned to the Ridgecrest, La., area. 
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At a state rally in Lake, Miss., DURRELL 
FONDREN told CHICKEN FOOT ROBERTSON that he had a $300 
check for RED GLOVER and if he needed more, they 
would have to get in touch with ROBERT SHELTON.

Subject attended the unit in Bastrop, La., 
on 8/14/71. When asked about the meeting GLOVER would 
only say that it was a very good meeting and rally but 
would not elaborate. He had quite a bit of material which 
is standard plan material. 

Serial 503: rFQ!A(b)7 - (D)~l advised on 11/8/71 that 
RED GLOVER and his wife have had argument and that she 
was recently seen at the Bar-B-Q Pit located on Highway 
61 North, Natchez, Miss., looking for him. She did not 
find him and proceeded to get drunk which was a surprise to 
most of the Klansmen coming into the Bar-B-Q Pit. 

R. J. GLOVER attened the rally at 
Washington, Miss., on 10/8/71 and belongs to UKA Unit #2, 
Adams Co. , Miss . 

Serial 504: | FOiA(b)7 - (D) | advised on U/16/71 that it 
is believed that sometime around 11/1/71 a white female 
who is somehow involved with the Stardust Club on Highway 
80 near Jackson, Miss., has become romantically involved 
with RED GLOVER and that he on'.' one occasion, took his M-2 
carbine to scare "them" with the carbine, believed to be 
the former or present boyfriend of the white female. 

GLOVER has allegedly met this woman on an occasion when 
he was at BILL RILEY's office in Natchez, Miss., and the 
woman was also there because she was involved in some 
thefts around Brookhaven, Crystal Springs, or Hazlehurst, 
and RILEY was representing her. At that time, she was going 
with a man involved in some, thefts around Brookhaven, 

Crystal Springs, or Hazlehurst, and RILEY was representing 
her. At that time, she was going with a man involved in 
burglaries in that area, along with the white female, and 
GLOVER tried to take the white female, name unknown, away 
from the man. 
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GLOVER has been overheard making statements 
to the effect that he also on one occasion, took JIMMY 
SCARBROUGH from Concordia Parish, La., with him to Jackson, 
Miss., when he threatened the boyfriend of the girl. It 
is "noted that SCARBROUGH refused to go with him any more 
because of the incident that occurred. GLOVER has 
allegedly left the M-2 carbine at the residence of JEWEL 
LEE BURT. It is believed that GLOVER is attempting 
to get Klansmen involved in his romantic escapade and 
possibly burglaries because he wants the Klan to furnish 
him financial support. It is further noted that 
CHICKENFOOT ROBERTSON has reportedly refused to co-sign 
a note for $350.00 for GLOVER but that GLOVER may have 
borrowed money from ROBERTSON. 

On or about 11/1/71 it is reported that RED 
GLOVER brought this white female, previously mentioned 
to CHICKENFOOT ROBERTSON’s house along with two white' 
men. It is noted that all of them were drunk and RED GLOVER 
asked ROBERTSON to get rid of some stuff which was 
subsequently done. The goods, the exact nature of which 
are unknown, were sold to an unknown individual in Louis iar% 
who came from Louisiana, to CHICKENFOOT ROBERTSON’s house, % 
paid $100 for the goods of which $25 went to JACK GLOVER and 
$75.00 to the white female and the two white males. 

On another occasion, it is reported that 
ROBERTSON also sold some items for this same group and 
GLOVER requested more than $25 but ROBERTSON refused to give 
it to him. It is reported that ROBERTSON then decided he 
wanted nothing more to do with the whole situation and 
decided to get out of it; however, it was later reported 
that CHICKENFOOT ROBERTSON had shown several people a 
suitcase full of blue Smith and Wesson boxes containing 
.38 specials and .22's which he was selling for $50 each. 

One specific gun was seen which was not in a box and 
seemed to be used was a Smith and Wesson .38 special 
lightweight, serial number 150291. 

A meeting was held on 11/14/71 of UKA, Unit 
Number 2, and RED GLOVER was in attendance. " 
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Serial 505; I FOIA(b)7 - (D) l advised on 12/9/71 that 
ELDON GLEN HESTER has contacted RED GLOVER and has told 
him to quit fooling around with the stolen merchandise. 

It is believed that HESTER might be the "chicken thief" 
who has been selling chickens to several Klansmen in and 
and around the Natchez, Mississippi, area and also 
might be the individual involved with RED GLOVER when he, 
GLOVER, was involved in a burglary in Wilkinson 
County, Miss. 

"CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON bought a .38 Special 
pistol from JAMES WATTS, stepson of RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER. 
He still has approximately ten Smith and Wesson firearms in 
the original blue boxes but it is believed that he has 
ma/ed these guns from his house to someone else at the 
tire plant. 


"CHICKENFOOT 1 1 has told several individuals 
he does not intend to sell any more goods for anyone 
including RED GLOVER.

On August 26, 1971, SUE NEWMAN , City Clerk, 

Vidalia, Louisiana, stated subject has been receiving 
utility service at Vidalia. Subject’s address is a 
rented house at 2036 Eleanor Street. Service has been 
in existence since July 22, 1971. 

B . Employmen t

C . Position in Klan 

GLOVER is a member of and considered a leader 
of the Silver Dollar Group (SDG), a super klan action 
group operating in Vidalia and Ferriday, Louisiana, and 
Natchez, Mississippi. Subject actively participates in 
klan activities but is not known to currently hold any 
position of authority. 

D . Automobile 

Subject continues to drive a 1964 white Oldsmobile, 
bearing 1970 - 1971 Louisiana license 22 L 691, Subject 
also has access to an early-model, green Ford pickup, license 
unknown, which is allegedly' registered to him. 

II. ACTIVITIES 

On July 7, 1969, NO T-l advised that on May 5, 

1969, subject discussed shooting the transformers on an 
electric booster station outside Natchez, Mississippi, and 
black out all of Natchez, including the inaugural, ball of 
CHARLES EVERS. Subject also stated if this failed the 
electric power lines crossing the Mississippi River at 
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Ferriday, Louisiana, could be cut and cause a blackout. 

On July 7, 1969, GLOVER received a time bomb which was to 
be used to knock out the electrical lines. However, later 
that evening the subject felt too many "feds" were around 
Natchez and the power lines, so the plan was called off. 

On July 11, 1969, NO T-2 advised GLOVER stated 
he had not obtained any dynamite caps requested and did not 
want to get involved in any jobs being planned. 

On July 16, 1969, NO T-3 advised that GLOVER met 
with other members of the SDG on Lake Concordia, Ferriday, 
Louisiana, and had 15,000 copies of a one page sheet called 
"The White Sentinel," anti- Negro literature. He passed 
this out and requested it be distributed. 

On July 22, 1969, NO T-4 advised subject lived 
at 722 North Rankin, Natchez, Mississippi, and that his 
wife, POLLY, resided in Kentwood, Louisiana. Subject was 
very nervous about Natchez Police Department radio trans- 
missions concerning him and wants to stay out of trouble. 

On July 23, 1969, NO T-l advised subject was going 
to pick up some explosives on July 17, 1969, and also exibited 
some "Minutemen" literature. 

M INUTEMEN 

The Minutemen is a parami liitant group organized 
in June, 1960, by ROBERT B. DE PUGH in Norborne, 
Missouri, as a resistance r© the spread of 
communism in the United Stases by use of guerrilla 
tactics. DE PUGH is currently incarcerated 
in a Federal penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 

On August 5, 1969, NO T-2 advised subject had been 
out of touch with a number of local klan members and Minute- 
men: members and had spent some time with his girl friend,

because he was being followed by "feds" all the time,

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On August 13, 1969, NO T-5 advised subject reported- 
ly had in his possession a Russian machine gun which was 
not in good shape. 

On August 13, 1969, NO T-5 advised the local 
Minutemen • Unit at Ferriday and Natchez had been inactive 
the past few weeks. 

On September 3, 1969, NO T-3 advised that the 
subject had a hew .45 caliber automatic weapon that would 
work if spare parts for it were found. Subject mentioned 
he had explosives buried in a cemetery near Natchez, 
Mississippi. 

On September 9, 1969, NO T-l advised GLOVER spoke 
of the vandalism at schools in Ferriday and stated it 
must have been done by vandals as none of his men were 
involved. 


On September 5, 1969, NO T.-4 advised GLOVER 
had been selling tickets in Ouachita. 1 Parish, Louisiana, 
for the American Party barbecue to oe held there. 

GLOVER stated that he had removed t&e Russian machine gun 
hidden behind the home of NORMAN HMD and rehid it. 

On September 5, 1969, NO D'-6 advised that RED” 
CLOVER was seen in Natchez, Mississippi, with electrical 
blasting caps.

On October 25, 1969, NO T-l advised that R. J. 
GLOVER had been scouting the Negro family who had children 
in the white school and had not decided what action should 
be taken. GLOVER also had what he rotated was the barrel 
to the Russian "burp gun" in his car and was taking it to 
a friend to have it worked on as it d ; id not fit properly. 

On October 23, 1969, NO T-i advised RED GLOVER-., 
met with DON WILKINSON and others on October 12, 1969, at 
which time he stated that BUCK, who lives at 413 Lynn Street, 
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Vidalia, Louisiana, as well as ERNEST PARKER, L, C. MURRAY, 
and JAMES SEALE might be members of the SDG. WILKINSON 
also reportedly obtained two dynamite caps from GLOVER. 

On October 8, 1969, NO 1-1 advised that R. J. 
GLOVER had been talking about looting into the idea of 
burning the house of an old Negro couple in Kentwood, 
Louisiana, whose daughters’ two c&ildren had been riding 
the white school bus. 

On October 22, 1969, NO T-5 advised that R. J. 
GLOVER wants to print another racial pamphlet and get it 
distributed. GLOVER also mentioned he wanted to hold a 
meeting of the SDG in the near future. 

On November 12, 1969, NO T.-2 advised RED GLOVER 
picked up some dynamite from DON WILKINSON and gave 
WILKINSON some primer cord and fuss,, 

On November 19, 1969, NO T-l advised R. J. 

GLOVER was upset with DON WILKINSON because WILKINSON 
did not have explosives he was keeping for GLOVER, but 
said the explosives had disappeared. 

On December 1, 1969, NO 13'- 1 advised JAMES F. LEE 
of Natchez , Mississippi made the statement that GLOVER 
was as crazy as ever and would preSer blowing up Natchez 
schools than face integration. OLIVER was also reportedly 
wanting to test a new explosive of fertilizer and diesel 
f uel . 


On December 11, 1969, NO T.-4 advised RED GLOVER 
was thinking of testing the new explosive of diesel fuel 
and sodium nitrate fertilizer in Fayette, Mississippi, 
on December 14, 1969. 

On December 16, 1969, NO Ti-1 advised that R. J. 
GLOVER was observed to contact E. D).. HORACE at the Hughes and 
New Oil Company and told HUGHES he needed five alarm clocks 
as he wanted to make time bombs. KUOVER said there were 
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two white and two Negro schools at Natches, Mississippi, 
and in January, 1970, these schools would be fully inte- 
grated and therefore, the Negro schxols should be blown 
up. 


On December 23, 1969, NO 'll- 6 advised that on 
December 16, 1969, RALEIGH JACKSON COiOVER and JOHN BARKER 
and DON H. WILKINSON had tested a stfick of dynamite with 
ammonium nitrate but the dynamite wcs; defective . On 
December 22, 1969, GLOVER was reportiedly in the process of 
putting out two leaflets, one of whiieH contains rough 
language regarding desegregation of the public school 
system in Adams County, Mississippi,, and the other in mild 
language with religious overtones. 

On January 6, 1970, NO T-41 advised GLOVER gave 
WILKINSON two leaflets which he wo uOdi prepare and hand out. 

On January 19, 1970, NO T— U advised that GLOVER 
had a metal box which he provided f;car explosives which 
should be buried at the deer hunting camp near the levee 
at Ferriday so it would be ready for explosives as they 
were stolen. GLOVER mentioned a lot of explosives would 
be needed shortly and that the operation was going to be a 
SDG operation. 

On February 9, 1970, NO T-21 advised GLOVER knows 
of a full-time gunsmith, CARY MORGAN,, in the New Mexico 
area who would convert M-l carbines tto M-2 carbines. 

On April 20, 1970, NO T-4 advised a gx'oup of 
individuals met at the Temple Auto Rnrts, Vidalia, Louisiana, 
on April 11, 1970, at the request of RALEIGH JACKSON CLOVER. 
GLOVER indicated at the meeting that He wanted to discuss 
the formation of a new klan unit. G1DVER was elected the 
Investigator of the new klan group. On April IS, 1970, 
another meeting was held on the levee near the Good Hope 
Hunting Club which the subject attended.

On May 8, 1970, NO T-2 aflwdsed a meeting was held 
and the subject was present. G LOVER, stated he had moved from 
Whispering Pines Subdivision to As.HVurn Street. He also had 
several cartons of .45 caliber automatic ammunition, all 
head -stamped WRA 69. He also mentioned having available 
1,000 rounds of carbine ammunition,. 


On July 6, 1970, NO T -4 advised a meeting of the 
Klan Unit, Concordia Parish, Louisiana , was held June 12, 
1970, and the subject was present. NO T-4 advised word was 
received that CLOVER was at his farm in Kentwood, Louisiana. 

On August 5, 1970, NO T-2 advised that on July 10, 
1970, subject attended a meeting of the Concordia Parish 
Klan Unit where it was discussed splitting up the unit 
into a Louisiana and Mississippi fartion. 

On August 31, 1970, NO T-d5 advised on August 10, 
1970, CLOVER mentioned the moving of some explosives from 
someplace to Ferriday, Louisiana. 

On October 16, 1970, NO T-2’ advised that the 
Minutemen, of which the subject is a member, in the 
Natchez - Ferriday area, have been .cjuiet and have had no 
meetings . 


On October 16, 1970, NO T-tt advised that CLOVER 
was talking about returning to the Natchez area, but his 
permanent residence was to be in Kenttwood, Louisiana. CLOVER 
stated he has been harassed by local law officers as well as 
"the feds" in the Kentwood area. 
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On November 9, 1970, NO T-6 advised there has been 
no klan meetings lately as the membership is very nervous 
since Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division (ATFD) has 
been contacting members, GLOVER stated that he did not 
want any activities or organisation by either the Minute- 
men Unit or by the klan unit due to the ATFD activities. 

On December 14, 1970, 1©’. T-2 advised that GLOVER 
stated that he thought the entire unit ought to lay low 
due to the "feds" snooping around the area of his residence 
in Kentwood, Louisiana, 

On February 15, 1971, l'® T-2 advised RED GLOVER 
has been reportedly avoiding everyone in the klan organiza- 
tion since the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) began 
contacting other klan members. 

On April 19, 1971, NO T-4 1 advised that there has 
been no recent meeting of the Miraiftemen , of which GLOVER 
is reportedlj* a member. 

On May 21, 1971, NO T-4 advised that on May c 19, 

1971, RED GLOVER' and DON WILKINSON were overheard talking 
at the barbecue pit located on Highway 61 North. At that 
time GLOVER turned over to VILKINaOM several items, mention- 
ing that he was wanted on a traffic violation from Wilkinson 
County, Mississippi, and he did rcrt want to get caught with 
the items. 

On May 21, 1971, NO T-6 advised GLOVER was over- 
heard to be asking WILKINSON for ache items that he had 
previously furnished him, and WILKINSON to.ld him that he 
had disposed of the candy. Further, WILKINSON was over- 
heard to tell GLOVER that he had ?teen approached by DUB 
GETER, a constable and deputy sheniff with Wilkinson County 
Sheriff's Department, Woodvil le , ^Mississippi , and he 
mentioned that GETER had told him that the Woodville Sheriff's 
Office had recently had RED GLOYBR arrested , charging him 
with burglary.

On July 23, 1971, NO T-2 raftrised subject attended 
a klan rally at McCoinb, Mississippi,, on July 9, 1971. 

III. INTERVIEW OF SUBJECT 
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FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION

Mr. RALEIGH JACKSON ’’RED" GLOVER was advised of the 
identity of Special Agents JOHN A. PFEIFER and JAMES A. WOOTEN, 
and Special Agent PFEIFER advised him of the nature of the 
interview, after which Mr. GLOVER furnished the following 
information. 

He has lived now and for the past two months at a fur- 
nished apartment at the end of Ashburn Avenue in Natchez, 
Mississippi, and his landlady is Mrs. H. K. WILKERSON. He still 
works at Armstrong Tire and Rubber Company, Natchez, Mississippi, 
on the midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift, and he usually goes home on 
weekends to Kentwood, Louisiana, where his real home is located. 
His wife's son is JAMES WATTS, whose family lives in Natchez, 
Mississippi. They have only one child of school age, a boy, 
but he was not able to start school because he put out one of 
his eyes in an accident while playing with a pen-knife. 

He has only heard vaguely about the recent fires in 
Ferriday, Louisiana, and does not believe he has heard about 
any fires in Sicily Island, Louisiana. It has been six years 
since he has been in Sicily Island, and he usually does not go 
near Ferriday, for he has no interest in the place or in what 
the whites or blacks do there. 

He knows "BILL" BLANEY as the son-in-law of the 
deceased ED M OR ACE , but he has not seen BLANEY for "quite a 
while." He usually sees KENNETH NORMAN HEAD about once a 
week. The last time he saw him was about one week ago, at 
J. B. TEMPLE'S store, Temple Auto Parts, in Vidalia, Louisiana. 
HEAD made no mention of the fires in Ferriday or Sicily Island, 
then or previously. 

He still buys auto parts from J. B. TEMPLE, and in 
the past month or two has bought about $300 worth of auto parts 
from him. 

He stated he believed the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation (FBI) hsd tried to implicate him in a burglary at 
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Tumminello ' s Grocery in Ferriday- two or three years ago, that 
he is being spied on by personnel at his place of employment, 
and that he is sure they are writing down his car licar.s? num- 
bers and the identities of his associates and that the FBI is 
"always talking to me every time a nigger gets burned up or 
blown up." Special Agent PFEIFER assured Mr. CLOVER he was 
mistaken about the above assumptions. 

Mr. GLOVER stated he works with blacks and does not 
cause them any trouble, but because they always seers to make 
trouble for him one way or another if he associates with them, 
he tries to stay clear of them at all times.

Mr. GL OVER was observed to be a white male, aged abou 
48, five feet nine inches tall, blue syss, 165 to 170 pounds, 
reddish hair, balding forehead, pale complexion, wearing clear 
plastic lensed glasses.

He was reminded of the identity of .special Agent and 
advised that inquiry was being made to determine whether he had 
been in Louisiana on the weekend of July 25 and 26, 1970. GLOVER 
replied, "I could have been". He then asked why his whereabouts 
were of interest to the FBI. He was advised that inquiry was made 
as to whether he had any knowledge of ■ dynamite stolen in the 
Hammond area over the prior weekend.

IffiCKERSON stated- that 
SANDERS is not paid on the basis of the number of pupils 
carried, but he seemed genuinely hurt .that DICKERSON did 
not send his grandchildren on his bus. Therefore, DICKERSON, 
at some inconvenience because of the earlier time that 
SANDERS’ bus left that area, started sending TERRY and 
REGINALD, ages 8 and 6 years respectively, on SANDERS' bus. 
DICKERSON said he had not received any threats front anyone 
for any reason.

DICKERSON stated that lie knew RALEIGH GLOVER as a

DICKERSON stated that the only store in that area 
for a great distance is IVY MC CEHEE’s sitore, where lie has 
been a customer for many years.

1 SILVER DOLLAR GROUP 

A source on April 4, 1967, and a second source on May 
3, 1967, characterized the Silver Dollar Group as a hard-core 
action group made up of present and former members of the White 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM); the United 
Klans of America, Incorporated (UKA); and Original Friights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi and Louisiana. 

On August 15, 1967, a third source advised that the 
Silver Dollar Group was formed approximately in May or June, 1964. 
The secret group within the Klan was formed to further Klan 
activities involving the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 
and maintaining total segregation. Klansmem were dissatisfied 
with the inactivity in their respective Klan groups. The members 
of the new secret action unit had to be trusted Klansmen and had 
to vouch for each other. 

A fourth source advised on May 26, 1969, that there 
is no formal organization in the Silver Dollar Group, but membership 
is obtained by invitation only, and upon receipt of a silver doolar 
from the group organizer, Raleigh Jackson Glover, membership is 
acquired. There have been no formal meetings or group sponsored 
activity by the Silver Dollar Group during the past year; however, 
those holding silver dollars still claim membership in the 
organization.

It is reported that RED GLOVER has been attempting 
to find out who is, in hi s belief, informing on the UKA, 
organization in Adams County, Hiss. He has narrowed the 
people that he suspects down to JAMES FREDERICK "RED" LEE, 

CHARLIE SMITH, and JEWEL LEE BURT. He thinks that RED LEE 
is the man that has been doing the informing because he is 
probably moving to Lafayette, Louisiana, suspects JEWEL LEE 
BURT because he has attended all of the rallies and state 
meetings, but could give no reasons as to why he suspects 
CHARLES SMITH of being an informant. 

It is reported that RED LEE tried to borrow $300 
but no one determined why he wanted this money. RED LEE 
held a party which was a type of going away party and did 
not invite RED GLOVER to it which upset GLOVER greatly. 

GLOVER is disturbed with BILL RILEY because he 
thinks RILEY has not helped him in any way in the repre- 
sentation of his burglary case in Wilkinson County, Miss. 

Several individuals, among which were JEWEL LEE 
BURT, DONALD WILKINSON, RED GLOVER, W. L. ROBERTSON, and 
TOMMY LOVE, were overheard discussing Klan rallies at the 
Barbeque Pit in Natchez, Miss. The indications from the 
conversation indicated that they are attempting to have a 
Klan- rally at Natchez, Miss., on 10/8/71, one at Vicksburg 
on 10/9/71, and then a rally at Me Comh, Miss., on orabout 
10/15/71. RED GLOVER indicated that he had been trying to 
get the land across from Jordan Auto in Natchez, Miss., for 
the Klan rally, but has been unable to do so because ERNEST 
PARKER will not give him the land. 

The indications are that C. D. FREEMAN and JAMES 
JACKSON are going to try to either get the Liberty Ballpark 
or contact TULLY SEALE regarding getting some land from him. 

It is further noted that it was determined that DONALD WILKINSON, 
the EC of Unit Number Two, stated that he was against having 
a rally in Natchez, Miss. He indicated to the group that he 
was against this because if the membership "robed out", then 
the Feds would identify all of them and know exactly how many 
of them would be in the area. 
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It is further noted that the group discussed the 
shotgun to be given away by the local UKA. It was determined 
that the shotgun would be won by the MOAK boy inasmuch as they 
wanted to keep the shotgun in the Klan organization. 

TOMMY LOVE is reported to have three sticks of plastic 
explosive and is suppose to furnish this plastic explosive to 
DONALD WILKINSON.

On June 17, 1970, Louisiana State Fire Marshals Lloyd 
Perkins and Lawrence Roberts advised they had determined that 
J. M. Blaney, an uncle of Wesley J. Blaney and James Edward 
"Bill” Blaney, has a white Volkswagon automobile and that he 
lives on the Doty Road, which is a gravel road just outside 
Harrisonburg, Louisiana, on the highway between Harrisonburg, 
Louisiana, and Sicily Island, Louisiana. They have also deter- 
mined that Dewey Blaney, another uncle, who also lives on the 
same road as J. M. Blaney, owned a white or light-colored 
Volkswagon sedan until about one week after the fires at Sicily 
Island, for his wife wrecked the vehicle at that time. Dewey 
Blaney suffers from severe mental problems and is incoherent 
much of the time. 

Later on the same date, they advised they had inter- 
viewed Wesley J. Blaney, James Edward ' "Bill" Blaney, and 
Kenneth Norman Head, pursuant to subpoena, and that all of these 
men denied any knowledge of who set the fires in Ferriday or 
Sicily Island recently, denied using any white or light-colored 
Volkswagon belonging to anyone/ and Head furnished a list of 
what he considered were black suspects for the arson at Ferriday 

On June 18, 1970, Lloyd Perkins advised he would 
have subpoenas issued to Dewey Blaney, J. M. Blaney and possi- 
bly others to appear next week for interview regarding the 
fires at Sicily Island, Louisiana. As yet, no specific evi- 
dence has been developed. to indicate who is responsible for 
the fires at Ferriday or at Sicily Island, Louisiana.

Mr. WESLEY J. BLANEY was advised of the identity of 
Special Agents JOHN A. PFEIFER and JAMES A. WOOTEN and Special 
Agent PFEIFER advised him of the nature of the nature of the 
interview, after which Mr. BLANEY furnished the following 
information: 

He still lives at Route 1, Clayton, Louisiana, at the 
home of his mother, which is located in Catahoula Parish on a 
gravel road between Clayton and Sicily Island, Louisiana. He 
remains single, and he works at Fortenberry Drilling Company, 
Natchez, Mississippi, as an oil field worker. ' His brother, 

JAMES E. "BILL" BLANEY, who lives in Natchez, Mississippi, also 
works for Fortenberry. He advised his mother has a telephone 
at her house, which is 318-389-5885. His" personal car is a 
1969 white Pontiac Catalina, four-door sedan, with current 
Louisiana license, number unrecalled. His mother's vehicle is 
a 1963 white Chevrolet pick-up truck with current Louisiana 
license plate. This vehicle has cattle racks, but. these racks 
have not been used in the truck for several months. He has two 
uncles who live between Sicily Island and Harrisonburg, Louisiana, 
on the Doty Road. One of these is DEWEY BLANEY, his father's 
brother, whose car is a 1966 Pontiac sedan, _ white in color, and 
according to his mother, DEWEY BLANEY also had a Volkswagon 
sedan, color unknown, which DEWEY BLANEY's wife wrecked recently. 
The other uncle is a half-uncle, his father's half-brother, 

J. M. BLANEY, who drives a pick-up truck and some type of auto- 
mobile, but he is unaware of wha;t kind. He : has never borrowed 
any vehicles from J. M. BLANEY or DEWEY BLANEY, and it has been 
four or five months at least since he has, seen either of them. 

He hasn't been to or through Sicily Island, Louisiana, since 
them either.

number of officers and people at the place and learned it had 
been burned. He has no idea who burned the restaurant, but 
assumes that blacks did so, and he knows of no motive any whites 
would have for burning the restaurant. 

On or about May 22, 1970, he was in Ferriday for the 
graduation held at the Ferriday stadium, and after the gradua- 
tion, he went to a cafe or two, had some drinks, and went 
directly home, arriving about 10:00 p.m. or 11:00 p.m. Again, 
his mother can confirm this as well as the fact that he did 
not leave home after that time until he went to work about 
5:30 a.m. 


He advised he later heard there was a fire at some 
black houses in or near Sicily Island, but he does not know 
who, if anyone, burned these places. 

He stated that he had been arrested along with 
KENNETH NORMAN HEAD and JAMES E.' "BILL" HLANEY by Trooper JOHN 
BLUNSCHI at Ferriday, Louisiana, about two months ago for lit- 
tering. This was because it was claimed they were throwing 
klan pamphlets out the window of his car. He does not know if 
the klan printed these pamphlets or not. A night or two before 
the incident, a man whose voice he could not recognize asked 
him to pick up a bundle of the pamphlets on the levee outside 
Ferriday and to distribute them, and he did. This was because 
the pamphlets were against Communism, and he is against Communism. 

No one has ever asked him to join the Mi au tenon or any 
klan organization, and he has never belonged to any such 
organization. 

He has no interest in what goes bn in Sicily Island 
or Ferriday and does not care what the blacks and whites do to 
each other. He has no information indicating who set any of 
the fires in those towns. 

Following interview, Mr. ELANEY was observed to be 
driving a 1969 white Pontiac Catalina four-door sedan with 1970- 
71 Louisiana license 69 E 355. 
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Mr. BLANEY was observed to be a white male, aged about 
27, six feet tall, 150 to 155 pounds, slender and wiry build, 
green eyes, blond hair, lean features.

BLANEY has lived at 
his present address in Natchez, the past fourteen months and 
prior to that lived on the 700 block of Rankin Street, in Natchez. 
He is employed as a roughneck for Fortenberry Drilling Company. 
Highway 61, Natchez. 

BLANEY owns and drives a 1967 blue Mercury, bearing a 
Mississippi license plate, the number unrecalled by him. 

BLANEY denied knowing anything at all about the klan 
and denied he has recently or ever attended a klan meeting. He 
denied knowing anything at all about any house or houses having 
been burned in the Sicily Island, Louisiana, area. He denied 
knowing anyone who drives a white colored Volkswagon and said 
he has never been inside a Volkswagon car. 

BLANEY was observed to be a white male, aged about 
25, six feet one inch tall, 175 to 185 pounds, dark brown hair, 
blue eyes and muscular build.

Mr. KENNETH NORMAN HEAD was advised of the identities 
of Special Agents JOHN A. PFEIFER and JAMES A. WOOTEN, and Spe- 
cial Agent PFEIFER advised him of the nature of the interview 
after which Mr. HEAD furnished the following information: 

He knows nothing about what caused the fires in 
Ferriday, Louisiana, and Sicily Island, Louisiana, but he is 
sure the blacks started them and has furnished the Fire Mar- 
shal with a list, which is about two years old, of the blacks 
that are trouble-makers in Ferriday. The source of this list 
was "investigation” conducted by "some of his friends." 

He stated he has one child that attends school, and 
this child goes to the Concordia Christian Academy. This costs 
him about $68 per; month, and is a severe economic problem for 
him. His daughter is married to JOHN KAHL, and they live on 
the Ferriday-Vidalia Highway, but they do. not have any children 
of school age as yet. He, himself) continues to work at New 
and Hughes Drilling Company in Natchez, Mississippi, and he 
and his family live on Lake Concordia, outside Ferriday. 

He and several of his friends have decided to take 
precautions to protect themselves and their families in the 
event the blacks in Ferriday run wild, and he is sure this is 
going to happen "sooner or later," because of the way the 
Communists are taking over the country. He and his friends 
are not Minutemen, nor is their group really organized or to 
be considered a klan group. He hasppassed out rigid orders 
to all of them that they are not to be involved in any 
trouble between blacks and whites, but are to protect them- 
selves and their families if directly endangered. He has no 
faith in the ability of the Sheriff’s Office and the City 
Police to keep order, and when the blacks "run wild," they 
are expected by him "to run right over the . Ferriday Police 
and the Sheriff's deputies." 

He knows RALEIGH JACKSON "RED" GLOVER and sees him 
every now and then, but he is certain GLOVER has had no con-

Mr. HEAD was observed to be a white male, aged about 
41 years, five feet eleven inches tall, 150 to 160 pounds, slen- 
der build, brown hair and brown eyes. 

JOHN KAHL, who was observed at the residence of HEAD, 
was observed to be a white male, aged in his early twenties, 
five feet eight inches tall, stock build, dark brown hair, and 
his wife was observed to be a white female, aged in her early 
twenties, five feet five inches tall, medium build, washed- 
out blond hair. 

Mr. HEAD’S house was observed to be a pink asbestos 
shingle house on the edge of Lake Concordia, Louisiana, with 
several junked. cars in front as well as a large, silver painted 
anchor set on a gravel base .

Mr. RALEIGH JACKSON "RED" GLOVER was advised of the 
identity of Special Agents JOHN A. PFEIFER and JAMES A. WOOTEN, 
and Special Agent PFEIFER advised him of the nature of the 
interview, after which Mr. GLOVER furnished the following 
information. 

He has lived now and for the past two months at a fur- 
nished apartment at the end of Ashburn Avenue in Natchez, 
Mississippi, and his landlady is Mrs. H. K. WILKERSON. He still 
works at Armstrong Tire and Rubber Company, Natchez, Mississippi, 
on the midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift, and he usually goes home on 
weekends to Kentwood, Louisiana, where his real home is located. 
His wife's son is JAMES WATTS, whose family lives in Natchez, 
Mississippi. They have only one child of school age, a boy, 
but he was not able to start school because he put out one of 
his eyes in an accident while playing with a pen-knife. 

He has only heard vaguely about the recent fires in 
Ferriday, Louisiana, and does not believe he has heard about 
any fires in Sicily Island, Louisiana. It has been six years 
since he has been in Sicily Island, and he usually does not go 
near Ferriday, for he has no interest in the place or in what 
the whites or blacks do there. 

He knows "BILL" ELANEY as the son-in-law of the 
deceased ED MORACE, but he has not seen BLANEY for "quite a 
while." He usually sees KENNETH NORMAN HEAD about once a 
week. The last time he saw him was about one week ago, at 
J. B. TEMPLE'S store, Temple Auto Parts, in Vidalia, Louisiana. 
HEAD made no mention of the fires in Ferriday or Sicily Island, 
then or previously. 

He still buys auto parts from J. B. TEMPLE, and in 
the past month or two has bought about $300 worth of auto parts 
from him. 


He stated he believed the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation (FBI) had tried to implicate him in a burglary at

he is being spied on by personnel at his place of employment, 
and that he is sure they are writing down his car license num= 
bers and the identities of his associates and that the FBI is 
"always talking to me every time a nigger gets burned up or 
blown up." Special Agent PFEIFER assured Mr. GLOVER h© was 
mistaken about the above assumptions. 

Mr. GLOVER stated he works with blacks and does not 
cause them any trouble, but because they always see® to make 
trouble for him one way or another if he associates with them, 
he tries to stay clear of them at all times. 

He denied belonging to any Minutemen or klan type 
organization and stated he has no interest in what the whites 
or blacks do to each other. 

Mr. GLOVER was observed to be a whit© male, aged about 
48, five feet nine inches tall , blue eyes, 165 to 170 pounds, 
reddish hair, balding forehead, pale complexion, wearing clear 
plastic leased glasses. 
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
